SISTER'S CLAIM AGAINST 
BROTHER. 


(BEFORE MA. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the case of Dorothea E. M. Manning, 
of Tirconnail, Mullaghmore avenue, Green- 
island, Couni.y Antrim, v. John, W. W. 
Manning, of Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, managing 
director, a 

Mr. Russell (instructed by Mr, A. W. 
Glover) applied on behalf of the plaintiff 
for an order for an account by the defendant 
of the sum of £1,034 odd, alleged to have 
been received by him for the plaintifi's use, 
being the distributive share of the plaintiff 
in the personal estate of Abraham Manning, 
deceased, the father of the parties, who are 
sister and brother; and an order for the pay- 
ment by the defendant of the amount found 
due. 

The plaintiff, in the course of a long 
affidavit, stated that her father died in Decem- 
ber, 1916, intestate, leaving his widow, the 
plaintiff, and defendant, his only next-of-kin. 
Letters of administration of his personal 
estate were granted to the widow. Messrs. 
Caldwell and Robinson, of Derry, acted as 
solicitors for Mrs. Manning; but she en- 
trusted all the details of the business of 
administration to the defendant, who then 
carried on a hotel in Derry known as the 
Melville Hotel, and was indebted to their 
father in the principal sum of £1,589 odd 
and some interest. In May, 1917, a state- 
ment of their father’s estate was prepared. 
showing that there was a net sum of £3,514 
odd available for distribution, of which her 
share was £1,034. She believed that her 
mother was paid cash, or retained assets 
sufficient to satisfy her share, but she handed 
to defendant and directed him to retain 
possession of the rest of the estate. She 
relied upon him to pay plaintiff's share, and 
the defendant accepted the liability. The 
defendant paid her various sums between the 
years 1920 and 1927, but did not furnish any 
account until September 15, 1927. She had 
no knowledge of the entries in the defend- 
ant’s books, and no means of checking their 
accuracy. 

The defendant, in an answering affidavit, 

stated that on his father’s death his mother, 
as personal representative, took possession of 
all the estate, and he received no part of 
the estate from her or from any other person. 
His debt of £1,665 to the estate was ac- 
counted for by deducting from it his share, 
£1,034, which left him owing £651 to his 
father’s estate on his death, which sum was 
agreed upon by his mother and the plaintiff 
as the net sum due by him to the estate. He 
never received from his mother or any other 
person any money or chattels forming portion 
of his father’s estate. He also owed £200 to 
the plaintiff, and he owed £122 to his 
mother. These three sums were discharged 
by him in August, 1917, by agreement 
between his mother, the plaintiff, and him- 
self by three promissory notes The promis- 
sory notes had now been all discharged by 
the payment by him to the plaintiff of all 
principal and interest due on them. He paid 
to plaintiff the entire sum of £953 so due by 
him to his sister, she being entitled as um: 
versal legatee of her mother. He was not 
indebted to planitiff in any sum whatever. 
Mr. Justice Meredith made the order for 
the taking of an #ccount. 
Mr. Maguire, K.C., who (instructed by 
Messrs. Vincent and Beatty), ag? for 
defendant, said that, though his client owed 
plaintiff nothihg, he did not object to an 
account being taken.

ECHO OF COURTMARTIAL 
SENTENCE. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Mr. G. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
Little, OhUadhaigh and Prond) applied for 
an injunction in what he said were unusual 
and extremely urgent circumstances on behalf 
of Frank O'Boyle, whose address was given 
as Belfield Park, Drumcondra, motor 
mechanic. Frark O'Boyle had issued a 
plenary summons against General O'Duffy, 
Commissioner of the Garda Siochana, and 
against the Attorney-General, representing the 
State, for a declaration that, under this "tows 
and constitution of Saorstat Eireann, the con- 
viction of the plaintiff for murder, purporting 
to have been made in the City of Belfast on 25th 
April, 1921, by an assembly of British mili- 
tary officers, sitting as a general courtmartial 
under the Restoration of Order in Ireland 
Act, and the sentence of penal servitude for 
life purporting to have been passed on the 
plaintiff as the result of such conviction could 
no wise be recognised or enforced; for a 
declaration that the plaintiff was wholly im- 
gune within the jurisdiction of Saorstat 
Eireann from all molestation and arrest by 
way of enforcement against him of the 
said military proceedings, and that he 
was entitled to the protection of the 
Court; and for an injunction restraining 
the defendants and their agents from arrest- 
ing him, or causing him to be arrested, upon 
any warrent issued by any external autho- 
rity or person in pursuance of the alleged 
conviction and sentence. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
O'Boyle, in which Mr. O'Boyle stated that 
he was an Irishman by birth, and a lifelong 
resident in County Tyrone, and that since the 
10th May, 1927, when he made his escape 
from Belfast Jail, he had lived in the Free 
State, where he was domiciled. On the órd 
September, 1920, William McDowell was 
murdered near Gilford, County Down, while 
driving a ‘cashier named William McConville 
in a motor-car, and when over £1,000 were 
stolen by the assassins. At the ensuing 
Winter Assizes held in Belfast he and three 
others were charged with and tried for lar- 
ceny and murder, when the jury disagreed. 
The cases were then remitted to the ring 
Assizes at Downpatrick. Before the latter 
Assizes took place the British military autho- 
rities intervened, and the prisoners, the pre- 
sent plaintiff, Hugh Rodgers and William 
Conlin, were brought on the same charges 
before a military courtmartial held under the 
Restoration of Order in Ireland Act, but the 
charges against Conlin were not proceeded 
with. The other two prisoners were found 
to death, but the 
penalty in each case was commuted to penal 
servitude for life.

DRINKING AFTER HOURS IN 
EX-SERVICE MEN’S CLUB. 

Inspector Beggs summoned the British 
Legion Club, 19 Bachelor’s Walk, Dublin, 
for a breach of the licensing laws on Satur- 
day, December 8 last, at 11 p.m. 

Mr. D. O'Flaherty, solicitor, appeared for 
the police. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, defended. 

Station Sergeant Butler, Fitzgibbon street, 
stated that he’ went to the premises and saw 
a number of men on the stairs and in a 
room. The door leading to the bar was 
closed; but witness heard voices inside. He 
knocked and the door was opened. Inside 
the door there were three men with empty 
glasses, containing traces of porter. Stand- 
ing at the counter he found eight men, all of 
whom were members, and iu front of them 
there were eight pint measures, half full of 
porter. He also saw there six empty glass 
measures and four empty porter bottles. 
Two of the men finished their drinks in the 
presence of Mr. Hickey (Secretary of the club) 
and himself. Mr. Hickey, when asked to 
explain, said: ‘‘I am giving no account of 
this.” He told Mr. Hickey that he would 
report the case. : 

Cross-examined by Mr. Burne—Mr. Hicxey 
did not say that he could not give an 
account of the matter; but ‘‘I am not giving 
any account of this.” Every facility was 
given to him to inspect the premises. 

The Justice—You saw those men there at 
11 p.m., and the bar should be closed at 
9.30 ?—Yes. 

REMOVING A BILLIARD TABLE. 

Mr. Burne said that he admitted there was 
a technical breach of the Act, and he would 
explain how it occurred. He was happy to 
say that this was the only case which had 
been suggested against the club since the 
late secretary was dismissed and since Mr. 
Hickey took it over. On December 8 last 
there were iwelve members in the bar. They 
were there because the billiard table was being 
va-covered by Messrs. Burroughes and Watts. 
It took sixteen men to remove the table. 
and they were promised a drink when they 
were finished. The work took longer than 
was expected. Mr. Hickey was upstairs, and 
when he came down he proceeded to put the 
men out as quietly as he could when the 
sergeant came in. It was really a misunder- 
standing, and the new barman was waiting 
for the treasurer to check the cash, and that 
was why the bar was open. | 
They were willing to give an undertaking 
that, as far as they could avoid it, nothing of 
the kind would occur again. The barman 
was under notice of dismissal. 

The Justice—Have there been previous con- 
victions ? 

Mr. O’Flaherty—There were two. 

The Justice—Í must say £10 this time. He 
could not understand ex-Service men drinking 
in front of the police. 

The granting of the renewal of the hcenre 
to the club was opposed by Inspector Beggs, 
on the ground that. it was guilty of habitnal 
breaches of Rule 12 (which applies to supply 
ing liquor). 

Evidence was given of two previous convic- 
tions within twelve months. 

Mr. Burne said that it would be straining 
the meaning of the word “ babitual’’ to apply 
it to this case, as there were only two cun- 
victions. 

The Justice said that he agreed. He would 
grant the renewal of the certificate. 

Mr. Burne said that Sir Robert Tate, 
F.,T.C.D., who was president of the club, 
had written to him saying that he was going 
to try to reorganise the club, and see that 
it was pulled together. The club did an 
immense amount of good, and grants of over 
£1,200 were made during the year to charit- 
able purposes.

iú Moore and his pupil visited Brunswick,

. Wolfenbittel, attracted, no doubt, by the 
great Library. But the librarian is not 
mentioned. The librarian was Lessing— 
“beyond all dispute, the first critic in 
Europe,” and the author of one of the 
best comedies ever written, Minna von 
Barnhelm. Yet all that Moore had to 
say about his visit to Wolfenbittel was 
that he had spent a day there, that the 
town was fortified, contained a ducal 
residence, and a library which was 
reckoned to be one of the most complete 
in Germany. “They ’’—was Lessing 
included ?—‘‘showed us some letters of 
Luther and other original pieces in that 
reformer’s own handwriting.’’ 

Fame travelled slowly/in those days, 
and not for a good many years did the 
names of Lessing and his rs become 
familiar to readers id the British Isles. 
In 1798, Coleridge and Wordsworth went 
to Germany, and at Hamburg, in the 
house of the brother of the poet Klop- 
stock, Coleridge saw for the first time a 


Lessing’s object. 

At Leipzig University, which he entered 
in 1746, he was no mere bookworm. He 
recognised what ‘an awkward figure’ he 
was in the fashionable society of Little 
Paris, as Leipzig was called, and he set 
to work ‘to remedy his defects by taking 
lessons in fencing, dancing, and other 
fashionable diversions. Among these 
diversions was the theatre, and Lessing 
soon became a “regular playgoer. 
Naturally enough, he tried his hand at 
writing plays, and his new interests 
brought him into the company of actors 
and: actresses. Players were not in good 
repute in those days, and when some busy- 
body told the family at Kamenz that 
Gotthold kept such company, and had 
written a play to boot, the parents saw 
| their son already on the. way that leads 
to destruction. He must be brought home 
immediately, said the parson to himself; 
—but on what excuse? Gotthold’s father 
was a good man, and at this crisis, 
rhaps, he gave a proof of his goodness 
in preferring the welfare of his son’s 
soul to the welfare of his own.

On the evening before the ceremony, it 
appears, there used to be a sort of board 
meeting, Master Neddy in the chair.

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NORWAY’S EXAMPLE. 
3 p 
(By “G. C. $S.”) 


ANY Irish visitors to continental, 
and. especially —Scandinavian, 
countries must have viewed with interest 
the fascinating collections of antique 
avant furniture and ornaments, housed 
in buildings of corresponding pericds, re- 
moved from their original sites to con- 
venient positions near the larger towns. 
Almost every one of the twenty counties 
ot Norway boasts its own particular folk 
museum, full of local curios; and several 
as more than one. These are open to 

the public at a small charge, and attract 
not only local visitors, but travellers 
from the ends of the earth. 
If a country like Norway, very sparsely 
populated, and by no means wealthy, can 
afford to keep up so many of these inter- 
esting little institutions, would it not be 
possible for the Irish Free State to main- 
tain at least one? ‘‘ Imagination fondly 
stoops to trace,” for example, a small 
street or cluster of whitewashed, thatched 
cottages of the old-fashioned country 
type, ‘enclosed, perhaps, in a corner of 
the Pheonix Park.

EFFECT OF MOTOR TRAFFIC. 


‘‘In 1911 there was only one motor car for 
hire in the town of Monaghan, and even. then 
that was somewhat of a novelty, and the 
cutire number of motor cars over the whole 
county was negligible. To-day the growth 
of motor traffic and the co uent necessity 
for an improved standard of road main- 
terance has become an urgent local and 
national concern, the required solution not 
being very obvious, even to those who should 
know. most about it.” This is an extract 
trom a report explanatory of an estimate of 
£35,360 for road expenditure for the coming 
vear submitted by Mr. J. J. Hannigan, B.E., 
County Surveyor to the Monaghan County 
Couneil. The total estimated expenditure 
was £44,961, but the Government would con- 
tribute £9,601. The total mileage of roads 
under repair in the county was 1,450, and

PALESTINE OF 1929 
YEARS AGO. 


EXHIBITION IN DUBLIN AND 
DISTRICT. 


Yesterday the Palestine Exhibition, which 
has been held recently in various parishes in 
Dublin and its neighwouthood, was open at 
the head office of the Church of Ireland Jews’ 
Society, 16 Harcourt street, Dublin. The 
object of this exhibition is to depict Palestine 
life as it was at the beginning of the 
Christian era, and, by conveying to people a 
clear idea of the manners and customs of 
that time, to give them a clearer understand- 
ing of the Bible. i 

Miss Hammond, of the Palestine Exhibitions 
in London, gave short talks yesterday, ex- 
plaining the significance of the various models 
and objects on view and of the costumes worn 
by her and her assistants. 
Among the exhibits were a mode! of the 
Tabernacle, and 4Herod’s Temple, the 
Sepulchre, a Bedouin tent, and numerous 
objects connected with the domestic life and 
the pursuits of the people of Palestine.

Coinage and Credit. 


After a creat deal of quite unnecessary 


London last week had reference to the 
Free State’s new token coinage. When the 


announced that the change would bring 
an immediate profit of something like 
£500,000 to the Dublin Exchequer. This 
estimate was based on the assumption that 
the British Government would accept 


the return, at their face value, of 
all the existing coins in the Free 
State area. It seems now that when 
the Whitehall authorities were ap- 


proached they refused point blank to 
accept the Free State’s British coins at 
their face value, but agreed to take them 
back at bullion value—a vastly different 
thing. This refusal caused acute embarrass- 
ment to the Free Staie Government, 
which, with a Budget in immediate 
prospect, could not afford to sacrifice the 
financial gain that it expected from the 
transfer of coins. Last week, therefore, 
Mr. Blythe mi across to London, where 
he placed his? case before the Treasury. 
No satisfactory statement has been made 
concerning the results of his _ visit, 
but Mr. Blythe declares that all is well 
again. His Majesty’s Government will 
not take back its coins immediately, but, 
apparently, it will be willing to accept 
them at their face value over a period of 
years. 

As soon as Mr. Blythe’s departure from 
Dublin was reported it was assumed, not 
only in Ireland, but also in England, that 
his visit to London was in connection with 
the now famous Wigg and Cochrane case. 
The ‘rumour was spread that His 
Majesty’s Government was willing to take 
back its coins at their face value, only on 
condition that the Free State Government 
should agree to honour its bond towards 
the former civil servants. It seems that 
this story 1s unfounded. The British 
Government has treated Mr. Blythe's 
appeal on its merits, without reference to 
the Wigg and Cochrane affair; but the 
fact that so many persons assumed the 
contrary is most significant. No Govern- 
ment can afford to play fast and loose 
with its credit.” If the British Govern- 
ment had chosen to be exigent with 
Mr. Blythe concerning the coinage 
problem, he would have had nobody 
but himself to blame. No excuse can 
be ofiered for his attitude towards 
the Wigg and Cochrane case. The Free 
State Government had recognised the 
jurisdiction of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council by virtue of the fact 
that it had sent its legal representatives 
to argue its ease in London.

Chemical Farmers. 


to the idea that farming is a business, 
although this notion at one time had a 
suggestion of novelty.

chemical factory. To-day it is developed 
uneconomically because it is not controlled 
by a trained chemist.

He may grow weeds 
instead of killing them, and his produce 
will be sent to the synthetic chemist. Not 
only will he cultivate weeds for their 
chemical properties, but he may turn 
maggots, bacteria and fungi to his own 
advantage. Apparently, it is possible to 
make many kinds of fats and proteins by 
the aid of micro-organisms. This highly- 
coloured picture of the future of agricul- 
ture need not alarm conservative farmers, 
who fear that they are too old to learn so 
many new tricks. Dr. Slosson does not 
think that humanity ever will confine’ 
itself entirely to synthetic food. Here, at 
any rate, is cheerful news. The 
traditional methods of preparing, cooking 
and eating food, no doubt, are very in- 
efficient, slovenly and wasteful. How much 
time we lose at meals, and how much 
waste of energy there is in the earning of 
enough money to purchase food! Yet the 
prospect of a diet of minute tablets which 
contain all the vitamines does not evoke 
much enthusiasm.

We regret to announce the death, which 
took place on Friday morning last, at Biarritz. 
after a brief “an of Mr. Maxwell 
Vandeleur Blacker-Douglass,, who formerly 
owned many large estates in Ireland. Mr. 
Blacker-Douglass had been residing at 
Biarritz, where he had taken,a villa, and the 
news of his sudden death has come as a great 
shock to his many friends in Ireland. He 
had many interests in Ireland, and was 
formerly proprietor of Bellevue Park, hil- 
liney, County Dublin, and Lareen, Kinlough, 
near Bundoran, and he had also a residence 
at Killylea, near Armagh. He was a large 
landowner in many parts of the country, in- 
cluding the Counties Kerry (where he was a 
Deputy Lieutenant), Wicklow, Antrim, and 
Armagh. He had interests in many indus- 
trial and other concerns in Ireland and else- 
where, and was a large employer of labour 
before he disposed of his Irish properties 
some years ago and went to reside in Jersey. 
Mr. Blacker-Douglass took a special pride 
in the stock on his farms, particularly the 
sheep. He had travelled extensively, and 
had spent a number of years in Texas, United 
States of America, where formerly he owned 
a large ranch. A keen golfer, he was a mem-

DISBANDED R.1.C. 
PENSIONS. 
iii 
RE-ASSESSMENT CLAIM DUE 


FOR HEARING. 


The claim of disbanded members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary against the 
British Attorney-General to have their 
pensions based on certain allowances which 
they received while in the force, as well 
as on service, will be heard in London 
within the next few weeks. 

The amount of the claims to be decided 
will exceed £625,000 per annum, or, 
capitalised, a sum of about £15,000,000. 
The basis of the claim is that the 
pensions awarded to the members of the 
force on their disbandment were not 
accurately computed, as certain allow- 
ances to which they were entitled, and 
which they were receiving while in the 
force, such as travelling, subsistence, and 
uniform allowances, were not taken into 
account in the assessment of their 
pensions. 

The strength of the force at the time of 
disbandment was about 12,500 officers and 
men, every one of whom was receiving 
allowances not less than £50 a year. 
Counsel for the claimants are Mr. A. 
Dickie. K.C. (who was leading counsel in 
the Wigg-Cochrane appeal to the Privy 
Council), and Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., 
both of whom are junior members of the 
English Bar. The solicitors are Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co. 

The case is now in Mr. Justice 
Maugham’s list in the Chancery Division, 
London, and it is expected to be heard 
within the next fortnight.

SEAPLANE WRECKED.

100 MILES AN HOUR DIVE 
INTO WATER. 


A flying officer and an observer had 
narrow escapes from drowning yesterday 
when the seaplane in which they were 
flying crashed into the sea near Felix- 
stowe, Suffolk. 
The pilot, Flying Officer Roy 8. Darbi- 
shire, was slightly cut over the eye, but 
Flight-Sergeant Crouch, the observer, was 
unhurt. 

Both men are attached to the Felix- 
stowe Royal Air Force Station. When the 
'plane, which, it is stated, was travelling 
at over one hundred miles per hour, was 
about half a mile from the pier it dived 
suddenly into the sea. After hitting the 
water, the machine’s floats were carried 
away. It then somersaulted three times 
and finally nose-dived, so that only the 
tail could be seen above the water. 

The two passengers scrambled out and 
clung to the wreckage. 

Three workmen employed by the Urban 
District Council, who were working on the 
sea front, launched a dinghy and rescued 
the airmen, who were able to walk to the 
end of the long pier. 

Sergeant H. F. Ward, of the East 
Suffolk County Police at Felixstowe, who 
saw the accident from the beach, tele- 
phoned to the air station, a mile and a 
quarter away, and two seaplanes were 
rushed to the rescue, but the men had 
been saved when the machines arrived.

Consequently, as there are four 
and a half miles of ‘‘sidedine’’ space available 
for spectators, it is proposed that motor cars 
should be admitted and allowed to park on 
the ‘‘ side-line”’ and so act as miniature grand 
stands or vantage points for the péssengers. 
The passenger-spectators in that event would 
be able to witness the race in every comfort, 
as well as to bring and consume their ]amh 
at their leisure. 

It may be mentioned in this respect as a 
comparison that a man has to pay 10s. for the 
admission of a motor car at Punchéstown, in 
addition to paying the entrance fee for each 
passenger, and a further £1 for admission to 
the zrand stand. 


OMNIBUSES. 

It is also proposed to admit omnibuses on 
to the ~side-line” at a fee of something 
ranging from £5 to £10. These forty-seater 
"buses can serve, like the motor cars, as 
stands for their passengers, to whom the total 
cost would be about 7s. 6d. to 10s. a head. 
There is nothing to prevent enterprising 
owners of lorries, fitted with rising tigrs of 
seats, from gaining admission at the same 
figure, selecting a suitable vantage point, an: 
then selling their seats at a reasonable cost 
that would ensure a profit. 
The Organising Committee of the Races 
would themselves construct two or three 
stands, capable of accommodating four or five 
thousand people, and the cost of the seats on 
these stands would be probably £1 each. 

Totting up these figures it will be seen that 
the estimated receipts for the two: days of 
the races would be something like 
a minimum estimate. Assuming, however, 
that the worst should happen—that rain and 
storms should sweep the course—still many 
thousands of people would attend, and at the 
outside these estimated receipts would be re- 
duce@ by a half. This would leave only a 
couple of thousand of pounds to be paid up by 
the guarantors of the £12,000. 

THE ADVANTAGES. 

When summing up the estimated profits 


advantages that will come to the City of 
Dublin and to the country as a whole must 
not be forgotten. The various transport 
organisations, the hotels and traders gene- 
rally, “will reap a considerable harvest, but 
more important still will be the publicity 
given to the Irish Free State. Tourists from 
many European countries will flock to Dublin 
to see their national representatives com- 
ete. 

: There appears to be some idea that the 
proposed races are the private affair oí the 
members of the Royal Irish Automobile Club, 
and that they will pocket the profits.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN PEMBROKE 


DISTRICT. 


TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,— lhe Chairman of the Pembroke 
Urban District Council, in his letter published 
in the Jrish Times of Saturday, admits that 
in the trading year 1927-28 the eng ban Í 
undertaking set aside nothing towards Stoc 
redemption, the annual charge in respect of 
which he states to be £218. This admission 
proves my contention that the “‘profit.”’ 
shown in the accounts for 1927-28 as £60 
allowed of no contribution, and that the 
reduced rates of charge to consumers actually 
resulted in electricity in that year being sold 
by the Council at a loss. To demonstrate 
completely the unjustifiably low nature of 
the rates in Pembroke, it only remains to be 
shown that, as time goes on, these trading 
losses will be continued and increased. 

In March, 1928, the engineer to the 
Pembroke Urban District Council reported 
that the existing generating plant was com- 
pletely inadequate to cope with the demand 
m the event of any mishap to any of the 
existing units, and advised that, to meet the 
winter's load of 1928, an immediate outlay 
of £11,000 on generating plant was necessary.. 
He further reported -that, owing -to 
development of the domestic and Ae Ad load 
being general over his whole area, an expen- 
diture of £25,000 would be necessary to 


Brittain states that £5, of this expendi- 
ture is to be accounted for by the Shannon 
Scheme. Even allowing for this, we have the 
admission that a total expenditure of £31,000 
in plant and network was necessary to main- 
tain supply in Pembroke. The annual capita! 
charges in respect of this outlay would be 
approximately £4,000. ” 

My contention is that the profits which 
would result from increased load would not 
be sufficient to meet these capital charges. 
This is mm general obvious from Mr. Brittain’s 
own statement that the production costs, 
exclusive of capital charges, are approxi- 
mately ld. per unit. Assuming this state- 
ment to be accurate, it is obvious that the 
Pembroke Council cannot go on selling elec- 
tricity for heating and cooking purposes dt 
ld. per unit and meet capital charges. In 
1927-28 only 20% of the increase in con- 
sumption was accounted for by lighting, and 
the average price obtained from the domestic 
consumer on increased units was, therefore, 
approximately 1.7 pence per unit. The 
margin between production costs and average 
selling price is obviously not sufficient to meet 
increased — charges. On a yearly in- 
crease of half a million units, which 
would be generous for Pembroke under 
present. conditions, 0.7 pence per unit 
would only bring in approximately £1,500, 
which would be in no way -adequate to 
meet the increased capital charges due to the 
growth of the load. As time goes on, the 
margin between production costs and selling 
price must decrease, as the development in 
the load must be more and more from heating

_ As regards the present year's trading Mr. 
Brittain estimates a profit of approximately 
£2,250 from the sale of 300,000 units. This 


price per unit than is likely to be attained, 
and is, therefore, much overestimated. On 
the other hand, he sets against it capital 
charges to the amount of £1,038, but omits 
to mention that this figure only represents 
a half-year’s charges. He further omits to 
mention that in the current year the capital 
charges are reduced enormously by the fact 
that the Electricity Supply Board refused to 
sanction the expenditure by the Council of the 
£36,000 above mentioned on plants and 
mains, the Board stating that, as it proposed 
to acquire the Pembroke undertaking at an 


early date, it would itself take charge of the 
necessary expenditure on development work ; 
and the Board has, in fact, expended a large 


sum accordingly, the charges in respect of 


which naturally will not appear in the Pem- 


broke Urban Council accounts. 
Mr. Brittain in his letter raises two other 


points. One is a query as to the charges. 
that will be made when the Electricit 
Board acquires the Pembroke electitcity 
undertaking; the other relates to the refuse 
destructor. As these matters are being con- 
sidered by my Board, I am not at present 
in a position to make any statement on them.

Within the last few years some advance 
had been made.

A good table, airy 
rooms, clean and comfortable beds, electric 
livht, baths, and running water ih every 
bedroom are the desiderata of all our 
hotels. In addition, we must fight 
exorbitant charges, and combat the in- 
justice of making travellers pay first-class 
ote! prices for boarding-house accom 
modation. To combat these evils we want 
everyone's assistance. 
‘There is far too much apathy on the 
subject in Ireland. Irish visitors can 
help a great deal by voicing their com- 
plaints te the hotel management them- 
selves. Too often have I been told by 
hotel proprietors when I spoke of charges 
that this was the first time anyone had 
found fault, while I had in most ‘cases 
only expressed the general opinion of their 
guests. Helpfal-suggestions can be made 
in a friendly way, and members of Rotary 
Clubs, who have much influence in the 
country, can do an immense, amount of 
good in this line. 


REVENUE-PRODUGING. 


‘The tourist industry is capable of pro- 
ducing a revenwé of many millions 
annually. Last summer created a new 
yecord in the tourist traffic since the war, 
and already the forecast for next summer 
is even greater. I, therefore, appeal fo 
a helping hand, a smile and a word of |: 
cheer for our Tourist Association.’’ 

Mr. A W. Hewett, proposing a vote 
of thanks to Miss Dempsey, said -that 
there we're lots of complaints about hotels 
in the country, including some of those at 
Killarney. Last summer’s tourist traffic 
was good, and the promise for the coming 
season was most encouraging. Unless

They also wanted reasonable travelling 
facilities; for it cost less to take a trip 
from any part of England to Switzerland 
than it did to come to Ireland.

Lord Craigavon very properly referred 
to the large amounts paid out weekly— 
about £11,430—by the Ministry of Labour 
in unemployment insurance, and the 
various pensions schemes, but there are 
thousands of men and women who are not 
qualified to benefit under these measures, 
and they are in a deplorable plight. Of 
course, it is difficult to provide work for 
all; but if the Goyernment would get 
ahead with the works foreshadowed by 
the Premier, many hundreds of men 
would be absorbed. Probably Northern 
Ireland is no worse than any other State 
in these days of depression ; but when one 
of. its few principal industries is declin- 
ing, such as linen, it makes a great differ- 
ence in the general prosperity of the 
province. Optimism was the dominant 
note of the Prime Minister’s speeches dur- 
ing the week-end. 


THE WIDENING BREACH. 


In dealing with the temperance ques- 
tion, Lord Craigavon thanked the heads 
of the three great Protestant Churches for 
their manifesto, calling upon the members 


of their communions to support the 
Government, as it knew bes! ‘hat was 


practicable or impracticable in temperance 
legislation; but, curjously enough, he 
made no reference to the emphatic pro- 
test which their letter of advice evoked 
from the local option party. Yet it is in 
this problem that the greatest menace to 
the unity of the Unionist ranks is to be 
found. Various temperance organisations 
have re-affirmed their demand for loca! 
option within the past week; and instead 
of the Prime Minister’s political baro- 
meter being ‘‘ steady,’’ as he declared the 
other day, it seems to be veering towards 
‘ stormy.”’ 

At a meeting held in Belfast yesterday, 
under the auspices of the General 
Assembly's Committee of Temperance, the 
Rev. J. Millar Craig said that it 
was the duty of the Church and of 
every individual Christian to work against 
the liquor trade. They should not, he 
said, preach temperance and local option, 
and then at the ballot box vote for a 
liquor candidate. Nothing could be 
clearer than language of that nature, and 
It appears to be the slogan of most of the 
temperance societies. Mr. Craig paid a 
tribute to the Government for what it has 
already done in promoting temperance 
legislation, but thought that the march of 
Christian and social progress should not 
be arrested; for if the people demanded 
local option, they would have to get it 
eventually. 

Strong wills are clashing in conflict, and 
the outcome is very problematical. The 
Temperahce Party expects to sweep North 
Belfast at the next election fer the 
[Imperial Parliament and has already 
chosen its candidate; while, on the other 
hand, the official Unionists are hopeful of 
success. Notwithstanding the appeals of 
Lord Hailsham and Lord Cushendun for 
solidarity, the breach appears to be widen- 
ing.
